Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health,  Vital  Statistics 
and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  West  Rest even  Rural  District  for  the  year  1964. 

The  health  statistics  are  generally  satisfactory  and  show  little  variation  from 
last  year  except  for  a  fall  in  the  death  rate  which  was  in  line  with  the  national 

trend. 

Some  further  progress  was  made  in  the  provision  of  grouped  housing  for  old  people. 
Unfortunately,  however,  some  old  persons  do  eventually  become  so  infirm  that  they  can¬ 
not  cope,  even  with  the  Warden1  s  assistance.  Although  the  Wardens  do  a  magnificent 
job  they  clearly  cannot  be  expected  to  undertake  full-time  sick  nursing.  Generally 
the-  greatest  difficulty  is  experienced  in  finding  places  for  these  infirm  old  people 
in  County  Council  or  Hospital  accommodation.  The  Rural  District  is  making  its  con¬ 
tribution  to  the  solution  of  the  medico-social  problem  of  the  aged,  and  it  is  to  bo 
hoped  that  the  County  Council  and  the  Hospital  Authorities  will  increase  their  efforts 
also. 


No  action  had  to  be  taken  during  the  year  under  Section  47  of  the  National 
Assistance  Act,  (providing  for  the  compulsory  removal  of  ill  or  aged  persons  living 
in  insanitary  conditions).  Such  compulsory  action  is  of  course  undertaken  only  as  a 
last  resort  when  all  attempts  to  provide  a  solution  by  other  means  have  failed. 

The  following  comments  are  included  by  direction  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  :- 

Water  Supply.  This  is  administered  by  the  Kostc-ven  Water  Board. 

(a)  Generally  speaking  the  supply  was  adequate  in  quality  and  quantity. 

(b)  During  the  year  seventy-one  samples  of  raw  water  and  two  hundred  and 
thirty-four  samples  of  treated  water  were  taken  by  the  Water  Board 
officials.  Twenty-eight  of  the  samples  of  raw  water  were  unsatisfactory, 
but  all  the  samples  of  treated  water  were  satisfactory.  No  chemical 
analysis  was  made.  A  table  showing  the  fluoride  content  of  water  from 
various  sources  appears  on  page  12.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  natural 
fluoride  content  of  water  in  this  area  is  very  low  and  artificial 
fluoridation  will  be  required  to  bring  the  content  to  the  one  part 

per  million  necessary  for  dental  health.  It  is  deplorable  that  the 
public  are  being  deprived  of  the  benefits  of  fluoridation  owing  to  the 
activities  of  a  small  but  noisy  group  of  fanatics. 

(c)  No  evidence  of  plumbo- solvency  is  known. 

(d)  No  action  in  respect  of  contamination  was  necessary. 

(e)  As  shown  on  page  13  approximately  l$°  of  the  houses  in  the  district  are 
without  a  piped  water  supply.  This  is  the  some  %  as  last  year. 

Sewerage.  Details  are  given  on  pages  l^L9,No  schemes  were  completed  during  1964,  but 
good  progress  was  made  on  three  schemes.  I  regret  to  report  that  the  new  Barrow  y 
scheme  was  once  more  deferred  though  urgently  needed. 


Common  Lodging  Houses.  There  are  none  in  the  District. 


Following  the  institution  of  a  separate  Surveyors  Department,  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors  have  been  able  to  concentrate  entirely  on  public  health  met-ero, 
and  I  must  pay  tribute  to  the  excellent  way  they  have  carried  out  their  duties. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Council,  and  in  particular 
the  Health  Committee,  Mr.  Morgan  and  all  his  staff  for  their  unfailing  courtesy 
and  help  throughout  the  year.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1964. 
Your  new  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  Mr.  A.  M.  L.  Da  we,  commenced  duty  with  the 
Council  on  1st  March,  1964  and  this  started  a  new  era  in  Public  Health  in 
this  Council.  The  Public  Health  Department  was  divorced  from  the  Surveyor’s 
Department  and  we  have  been  enabled  to  concentrate  more  on  the  matters 
appertaining  to  Public  Health  than  ever  before. 

Two  main  Acts  came  into  operation  during  the  year.  The  Offices,  Shops 
and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963  and  the  Housing  Act,  1964  which  gives  Local 
Authorities  power  to  insist  on  the  installation  of  baths,  W.C.s.  and  hot  water 
in  all  rented  houses.  This  new  legislation  has  thrown  more  work  on  the 
Department,  the  first  mentioned  Act  has  been  carried  out,  the  second  one 
entails  a  great  deal  of  work.  It  has  always  been  the  Council’s  policy 
to  encourage  people  to  take  advantage  of  the  Improvement  and  Standard 
Grant  schemes  and  in  quite  a  number  of  our  villages  it  will  not  be  necessary 
to  declare  Improvement  areas  as  the  greater  majority  of  rented  houses  already 
enjoy  these  amenities. 

Although  a  small  department,  a  cheerful  atmosphere  prevails  and  everyone 
is  pulling  together.  Mr.  Lucas  has  been  unfailing  in  his  efforts  and  our 
Pupil  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  R.  Wells,  now  in  his  third  year  of  the 
Course,  has  begun  to  prove  himself  useful,  especially  in  the  district,  and 
my  thanks  are  due  to  him  for  carrying  out  so  many  of  the  initial  inspections 
in  connection  with  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963.  Once 
again  I  must  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee, 
Councillor  F.  Jenkinson,  whose  understanding  and  sound  counsel  has  always 
been  forthcoming  and  with  whom  it  has  been  a  pleasure  to  work.

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WATER  SUPPLY. 


This  service  is  now  managed  and  maintained  by  the  Kesteven  Water 
Board  and  this  Council  has  no  responsibility  for  the  supply  of  water  to 
the  area.  Close  co-operation,  however,  is  maintained  between  the  two 
departments  and  a  pleasant  harmony  exists  that  helps  to  fosuer  an 
efficient  service. 

Weekly  check  samples  are  taken  from  various  points  of  supply  and 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Lincoln  for  Bacteriological 
Analysis-.  Four  members'  of  the  Council  represent  our  interest  on  the 
Board  and  report  back  to  the  Public  Health  Committee. 

The  availability  of  water  in  the  Area  is  causing  some  concern  to 
Mr.  I.  G;  Smith,  the  Engineer  to  the  Kesteven  Water  Board.  The  advent 
of  new  sewage  schemes  in  Villages  and  the  resultant  installation  of  W.C.s. 
Baths  and  hot  water  supplies  makes  added  calls  on  the  resources  of  the 
Water  Board.  Hygiene  and  water  go  hand  in  hand  and  whilst  the  standard 
of  Public  Health  continues  to  improve  there  must  of  necessity  be  more 
water  used. 

It  would  be  remiss  of  me  not  to  mention  the  happy  relationship  that 
exists  between  the  Council  and  the  Kesteven  Water  Board.  The  co¬ 
operation  between  -authorities  is  vital  to  the  well  being  of  all.

The  proportion  of  premises  supplied  by  the  Kesteven  Water  ooard  is  now 
94$  of  the  total  households  in  the  Rural  District;  1$  hiving  no  piped 
supply;  2$  being  supplied  fron  private  sources. 
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HOUSING. 


During  1964  twentysix  bungalows  and  four  houses  wore  completed  by  the  Council 
end  thirty-one  houses  by  private  development. 

Newton  Court  is  still  a  source  of  attraction  and  neighbouring  authorities  have 
shown  a  great  interest  in  both  its  construction  and  the  everyday  running.  This  is 
indeed  a  great  success  and  the  answer  to  the  problem  of  the  elderly  who  are  not  in 
need  of  medical  care  but  who  feel  the  need  for  someone  to  be  at  hand  should  they 
require  some  attention.  The  new  Warden’s  scheme  at  Barkston  now  brings  the  total 
to  three  -  three  villages  where  the  elderly  can  live  in  the-  secure  knowledge  that 
there  is  someone  who  will  answer  their  call  for  assistance.  Mrs.  Richardson  con¬ 
tinues  to  administer  to  her  "flock”  at  Great  Gonerby  in  a  most  capable  manner,  but 
her  duties  would  be  less  arduous  if  the  present  call  bell  system  was  replaced  by 
the  speaker  system  which  has  proved  most  satisf.  ctory  at  Colsterworth.  Bells  can 
and  are  accidentally  rung  by  children  and  visitors,  and  it  is  not  right  that  a  lady 
of  Mrs.  Rich  rdson’s  age  should  be  expected  to  answer  a  false  alarm  in  the  middle 
of  the  night. 

These  warden  schemes  cope  with  the  needs  of  some  of  the  elderly,  but  in  every 
village  there  are  many  elderly  persons  living  by  themselves  who  would  welcome  a 
call  by  a  neighbour  at  least  once  a  day.  This 'task  would  be  voluntary  but  surely 
a  well  rewarding  duty  that  could  be  organized  by  some  of  the  voluntary  organizations 
in  the  villages. 

Unfortunately  little  progress  has  been  made  with  the  site  for  the  caravan 
dweller.  The  proposed  site  at  ulma  Park  reached  the  Inquiry  stage  only  for  the 
land  to  be  sold  for  industrial  development.  This  was  indeed  a  grave  blow  to  a 
project  that  we  hoped  was  nearing  the  development  of  a  site,  but  the  attitude  of 
the  general  public  to  the  caravan  dweller  is  not  one  of  benevolence  and  the 
Grantham  Borough  Council  had  no  alternative  but  to  sell  the  land  for  industry 
rather  than  let  it  as  a  camp  for  gypsies.  This  problem  still  remains  with  us 
and  the  only  solution  is  a  permanent  site  where  children  can  be  educated  and  all 
the  Waif are  Services  brought  into  play.  Moving  the  gypsies  on  is  nor  ever  will 
be  the  solution  and  until  Councils  provide  such  sites  the  problem  will  remain 
with  us.  Some  members  of  the  Council  visited  one  of  these  sites  at  Iver,  Bucks 
established  by  the  Eton  Rural  D.'  t^ict  Council  and  were  most  impressed  with  what 
they  saw.  These  sites  are  working  in  other  parts  of  the  country  with  a  marked 
degree  of  success  and  until  one  is  established  in  the  Grantham  area  this  problem 
will  not  be  solved.  One  of  the  most  pleasing  aspects  of  this  project  has  been 
the  close  and  amicable  co-operation  that  has  existed  between  this  Council  and  the 
Grantham  Borough  Council. 

Efforts  are  being  made  to  house  the  elderly  in  bungalows  and  flatlets.  There 
is  a  need  for  accommodation  for  the  spinsters,  bachelors  and  people  living  alone 
who  do  not  come  under  the  category  of  "elderly".  It  seems  wrong  that  this  type 
of  appli  iont  should  occupy  a  three-bedroomed  house  but  at  the  same  time  accommodation 
must  be  found  for  those  in  need.  Perhaps  flatlets  in  the  larger  villages  are  the 
answer  or  would  people  move  from  one  village  to  another? 

Fifty-nine  Improvement  Grants  were  approved  during  the  year,  average  for  the 
last  five  years.  It  will  be  noted  from  the  accompanying  table  that  79$  of  the 
houses  improved  with  grant  aid  are  tenanted  and  %l%  owner-occupied.  This  is  a 
remarkable  record  and  is  the  exact  reverse  of  th$  national  figures.

SEWERAGE  i*  N  D  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 


It  will  be  seen  from  the  accompanying  table  that  sewerage  schemes  were  under  con¬ 
struction  in  the  villages  of  Hcrlaxton,  Eoston  and  Westborough  and  the  extension  at 
each  end  of  the  village  of  Claypole.  Good  progress  was  made  and  these  schemes  should 
be  completed  by  the  middle  of  1965.  The  Barrowby  scheme  should  be  starting  in  1965 
-nd  this  is  welcomed  as  the  present  works  arc  hopelessly  inadequate  to  deal  with  the 
existing  discharge  from  the  village.  It  is  good  to  note  that  it  will  go  into  the 
Grantham  Borough  system,  thus  doing  away  with  a  works  at  Barrowby.  This  is  the  first 
village  to  *o  into  the  Grantham  Borough  system  and  it  has  already  been  agreed  between 
the  two  Councils  that  those  villages  on  the  line  of  the  outfall  sewer  shall  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  connect  when  the  new  works  at  Marston  are  completed.  It  is  sound  planning 
to  h* ve  as  many  villages  as  possible  into  the  same  works  as  this  obviously  cuts  down 
the  maintenance  costs,  as  at  the  present  time  25%  of  the  maintenance  men’s  time  is 
spent  in  travelling  from  one  works  to  the  other. 

Although  new  works  continue  to  come  into  operation  we  still  have  many  miles  of 
sewer  dykes.  The  acquisition  of  the  mechanical  digger  has  been  a  boon  in  keeping  them 
clean  and  it  makes  me  wonder  what  we  did  without  it  and  how  we  really  managed.  One 
man  and  the  digger  can  do  the  work  of  four  men  and  more  efficiently. 

The  Cesspool  emptying  continues  to  function  in  the  efficient  manner  that  we  have 
come  to  expect  from  this  service.  The  policy  of  the  Council  to  give  two  free  empty¬ 
ings  a  year  from  1st  xipril,  1965  is  to  be  commended.  This  in  some  way  compensates  for 
the  sewerage  rate  paid  by  those  owners  who  do  not  enjoy  the  benefit  of  a  sewer. 

Septic  tanks  which  have  been  installed  for  a  number  of  years,  and  depend  on  soakage 
for  getting  rid  of  the  effluent  do  give  increasing  trouble,  as  the  soakage  areas 
become  sew  ge  soaked  and  consequently  tanks  need  emptying  more  regularly,  although 
more  and  more  properties  are  being  connected  to  sewers  the  call  on  this  service 
does  not  get  any  less  and  the  operators  always  have  a  full  programme.  It  would  be 
remiss  of  me  not  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the  driver  and  his  mate.  Two  men  whose 
work  is  appreciated  by  all  those  who  call  on  this  service. 

W.C.  Conversions  were  a  little  down  on  last  year  but  again  I  must  stress  that  the 
percentage  of  householders  with  W.C.s.  in  villages  without  sewers  is  remarkably  high 
and  in  the  majority  of  cases  when  new  sewers  are  laid,  these  are  connected  direct  to 
the  sewer  and  the  septic  tank  by-passed.  The  Council’s  policy  of  giving  free  con¬ 
nections  and  grants  up  to  £40  encourages  people  to  connect  any  existing  E.C.s.  to 
W.C.s.  Rather  than  give  just  E.C.  conversion  grants,  applicants  are  visited  and 
recommended  to  take  advantage  of  the  Standard  or  Discretionary  Grant  scheme  and 
install  bathrooms  at  the  same  time.  This  is  proving  successful. 

The  Council’s  record  of  sewage  disposal  is  good  from  the  Public  Health  aspect. 
Unfortunately  from  the  financial  angle  it  is  a  large  item  on  the-  rates,  but  people 
expect  this  service  and  I  am  sure  read;:  and  willing  to  pay  for  it. 

The  question  of  toilet  facilities  on  the  Trunk  Road  has  been  mooted  by  the 
Ministry  of  Transport.  This  must  be  done  nationally  and  the  Ministry  indicate  to 
Councils  where  these  should  be  sited.  It  would  be  ridiculous  for  one  authority  to 
install  one  on  its  boundary  and  the  neighbouring  authority  site  one  within  a  mile. 
Obviously  bhese  must  be  sited  at  regular  intervals  along  the  Trunk  Roads  and  the 
only  sensible  way  this  can  be  done  is  by  direction  from  the  Ministry  concerned.

6.  NOTES  ON  OTHER  PARISHES. 

Honington,  Barkston,  Belton,  Manthorpe,  Gelston,  Hougham,  and  Marston  - 
these  villages  can  be  dealt  with  most  effectively  by  linking  up  wiuh  the 
new  Grantham  Borough  sewage  system  \#ier.  this  is  constructed. 
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FOOD  ADD  DRUGS. 

With  the  formation  of  a  separate  Public  Health  Department  more  time  has 
been  available  to  visit  premises  engaged  in  the  preparation  and  sale  of  food. 
Co-operation  between  management  and  Council  has  been  good  and  our  requests 
have  received  the  necessary  attention.  One  new  cafe  opened  on  the  ...1  during 
1964  is  worthy  of  mention.  This  is  modern  and  an  example  of  what  a  catering 
establishment  should  be,  and  if  mention  of  it  has  been  made  in  Parliament, 
then  I  feel  it  deserves  some  mention  in  tiis  report. 

Progress  is  being  made  all  the  time  in  the  distribution  of  f  od.  Most 
articles  ore  prepacked,  shops  con  be  kept  much  cleaner,  and  food  protected 
from  contamination. 

It  would  be  advantageous  if  we  could  insist  that  all  people  serving  and 
handling  food  should  have  a  medical  examination,  especially  those  in  the 
catering  trade  as  there  is  always  the  risk  that  a  food  poisoning  carrier  could 
be  employed  in  the  catering  trade,  and  this  could  have  alarming  results.  The 
importance  of  personal  hygiene  is  stressed  on  all  those  with  whom  we  come 
into  contact. 

Like  all  other  Councils  in  the  Country  we  were  affected  by  the  Aberdeen 
outbreak  of  Typhoid  and  every  shop  and  cafe  was  visited  to  ascertain  whether 
or  not  they  hod  any  of  the  suspected  consignments.  All  the  catering  establish¬ 
ments  on  the  A.l  were  visited  and  asked  to  disinfect  the  W.C.,  flush  chains 
and  door  handles  to  minimize  the  risk  of  infection  from  people  using  them  from 
the  Aberdeen  area. 

I  am  firmly  of  the  opinion  that  all  premises  where  food  is  sold  should  be 
registered  with  the  Local  Authority  and  that  they  should  have  the  power  to 
refuse  or  cancel  registration.  This  is  the  case  in  other  countries  and  the 
effect  is  easily  seen,  especially  on  the  Continent.  Wo  have  too  little  control 
over  the  travelling  shops  and  tradesman* s  vans  and  with  registration  our  hand 
would  be  strengthened.  The  Village  Hall  and  Church  Room  where  catering  is 
carried  out  for  social  functions  should  also  be  registered  and  it  is  hoped 
that  time  will  permit  for  inspections  of  these  premises  to  be  carried  out.

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refuse  collection  and  disposal. 


Wg  are  still  only  giving  a  fortnightly  collection  of  refuse.  This  I  foci 
is  totally  inadequate  and  although  the  cost  of  collection  would  be  an  additional 
charge  on  the  rates,  at  least  r  weekly  collection  must  be  the  aim  of  the  Council. 

A  pilot  scheme  for  paper  sack  collection  was  put  before  the  Public  Health  Committee 
but  was  turned  down  in  favour  of  the  existing  dustbins. 

The  bulk  refuse  continues  to  increase  mainly  from  paper  which  is  not  suitable 
for  salvage.  The  increasing  popularity  of  central  heating  means  that  more  and 
more  households  are  unable  to  burn  part  of  their  refuse  and  this  ultimately 
reaches  the  dustbin.  More  people  appear  to  be  sending  away  for  goods,  due  in 
no  small  part  to  the  weekly  clubs  and  mail  order  firms  that  are  so  much  in 
evidence.  Goods  are  well  packed  with  plenty  of  paper  and  shavings  and  this  is 
also  finding  its  way  into  the  dustbin.  All  foodstuffs  are  now  prepacked  and 
under. the  heading  Food  and  Drugs  I  advocate  this  most  strongly.  Unfortunately 
this  has  its  repercussion  with  the  Refuse  Collection  and  is  helping  to  increase 
the  bulk  in  the  dustbins.  This  bulk  refuse  can  best  be  dealt  with  by  freighters 
with  compressing  mechanism  and  the  Council’s  policy  of  purchasing  this  type  of 
Refuse  Collection  vehicle  is  sound  and  every  effort  must  be  made  to  reduce  the 
number  of  hauls  from  village  to  tip  and  with  larger  capacity  compression  vehicles 
this  can  be  achieved. 

It  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  find  tipping  space,  especially  in 
the  North-Western  part  of  the  district.  The  purchasing  of  the  mechanical 
digger  has  proved  a  great  asset  in  keeping  the  tips  in  a  reasonably  good  state 
and  we  are  now  able  to  level  off  all  tips  at  least  once  a  week,  and  if  needs 
be  at  'more  regular  intervals.  Soil  is  still  scarce  and  when  available  costly 
to  cart  to  cover  over  the  tips.  One  tip  at  Gelston  that  was  soiled  over  in 
1963  is  now  in  cultivation  and  it  is  difficult  to  see  just  where  the  tip  was. 
Requests  are  made  to  us  to  fill  in  excavations  in  order  that  they  may  be 
reclaimed  for  Agriculture  but  unfortunately  these  are  usually  in  the  limestone 
belt  and  care  must  be  taken  to  ensure  that  underground  water  supplies  are* not 
polluted. 


It  will  be-  seen  from  the  accompanying  table  that  the  financial  return  from 
Salvage  was  not  quite  os  good  os  in  1963.  Nevertheless  this  shows  a  good  . 
increase  over  the  years  previous  to  1963  and  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that 
this  will  be  maintained.  The  baling  shed  is  still  the  ottleneck  and  the  present 
building  is  totally  inadequate  for  the  installation  of  a  larger  baling  press. 

The  Thames  Board  Mills,  who  take  our  waste  paper,  have  increased  .our ' allocation 
and  every  effort  is  being  made  go  increase  the  output  for  the  coming  year.  The 
bonus  .given  to  the-  men  employed  on  the  refuse,  collection  insures  them  a  reason¬ 
able  wage  for  a  most  unpopular  occupation. 

Unpopular  as  the  work  is,  every  praise  must  be  given  to  the  men  who  actually 
empty  .the  bins  -  complaints  are  few  and  praise  is  high  from  the  householders.- 
Their  cheerful  approach  to  their  work  is  to  be  commended  and  I  know  that  their 
efforts  are  appreciated  by  the  Ratepayers.  They  are  encouraged  to  collect  all 
bulky  items  not  usually  classified  as  household  refuse  and  this  may  mean  an 
extra  -1  oad  in  a  village,  but  this  must  be  done  as  otherwise  these  articles 
could  end  up  in  the  roadside  verges.
